Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments are directed to the showings in the 
AFiidavit, but the Affidavit will not be considered at this time as not timely filed. The applicants had a chance to present those evidence 
prior to the Final Office Action since the affidawit is filed in response to the rejection over Nakagawa, and the same rejection was issued in 
the first office action. Regarding Sawanaguchi refrence, it is noted, however, that this reference has numerous family memebrs that, 
including WO 0242340 itseplf (published in 2002) that constitute valid (b)references. Insofar as rejection over Nubel, the claim language 
does not preclude any co-monomers from being present in the formula, and the third step of "chemical conversoion" nay be anything, 
including dehydrogenation.. 
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
